Huang does not teach or suggest utilizing base software for performing some functions and of utilizing overlay software for 
performing other functions. 

The examiner disagrees for the following reasons: 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking 
references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 
(CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Linnett teaches that the function of the base software 
is to provide an applicable use, and the function of the overlay software is to display the applicable use in menu form on a screen (figs, 1 
and 3; col. 4, lines 43-53). The feature extracted from Huang's teaching is for a GUI control method not being in accordance with any 
execution of the base software (col. 4, lines 8-21; i.e. the previously registered operating sequence displayed by the GUI control method 
does not utilize the base software).. 
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
